A lot of people would say you've got to be crazy to be 
a boxer. But Ed Owens, who promotes the Virginia 
Beach Dome professional boxing bouts, jokes that 
you've got to be crazy to be a boxing promoter. 

Like the fighters themselves, Owens has learned to 
roll with the punches when the going gets rough. 

His recent show at the Hampton CoIHseum boasted 
such drawing cards as Ernie Shavers, Duane Bobick and 
local fighter Bobby Acey, but drew only a small crowd 
of 2,400. 



It was a bitter disappointment and word was out'Aat 
there might be no more shows. 

But Owens doesn't give up that easily. There will 
difinitely be three more shows to finish out this season, 
he says. After that, he'll take it from there. 

"We've got a good line-up for the Nov. 9 show," he 
says enthusiastically, adding, "That is, if they all sHow 
up." 

Owens was referring to one of the most frustrtting 
aspects of his job as a promoter. 

"Everything usually goes fine until the day befoit a 
show. Then a trainer will call to say so-and-so won't be 
able to fight , " he explained . 




Maybe the boxer's got a cold or has been injured 
during the day's practice. Legitimate excuses, true, but 
they put Owens in a pickle. 

"I've got to come up with someone at the last minute 
to fill the spot. It's not easy and as a result you may see 
a badly matched fight." 

But in spite of the problems, Owens has seen some 
bright spots since he began the E}ome shows in June of 
1977. 

There have been a couple of sell-outs and several 
others have been close. And knock-out artist Bobby 
Acey, whose record stands at 14-0, has become a local 
hero of sorts. ^ 

"I try to encourage the fighters to be entertainers," 
Owens says. 

"Look at Ali. Off the camera he talks just like you 
and me. But the minute the camera's on him he's 



entertaining. 

"Even look at All Star Wrestling. Those guys put on 
a show and people love it. 

"In boxing there's the Ali shuffle and things like that. 
I try to get our boxers to add a little character -- the 
crowd enjoys it." . 

Owens says the 10-round main event on the Nov. 9 
card at the Dome will feature Bobby Acey vs. Alfonso 
Hayman of Philadelphia. 

Local boxer Leroy Boone, 10-1, will battle Ira 
Martin. 10-2, of Baltimore. 

Other scheduled bouts include James Reid of 
Richmond vs. Quinnie Locklear of Baltimore, Bob 
Grooms of Charlottesville, Va. vs. Dennis McAllister of 
Philadelphia, and Mike Brown of Philadelphia vs. Will 
Rankin of Charlottesville, Va.

College Night Nov. 2 offers 
high school students, parents 
chance to answer questions

Tragedy? Another accidental drowning resulting in 
hugh headlines? Not at all. 

Trey calmly kicks himself to the surface and smiles 
widely as his face breaks the water. Standing at arm's 
length, his mother, Mary Simmons of Chesapeake, 
Virginia, quietly puts her hands on his shoulders, 
cuddles him to her, and they laugh in sheer happiness at 
his accomplishment. 

Water safety is goal 

They are one of the mother-child teams enrolled in a 
Water Fun for Tots class taught by the YWCA of the 
Tidewater area of Virgniia, Begun in 1970, the program 



has made 3,700 toddlers, age 6 iRonths to 3 years, a little 
moi-e drownproof , 

With water safety the main goat, the course is taught 
through a scries of*games that the child plays in the 
water with an enthusiastic and encouraging parent. For 
example, "Ring Around the Rosie" becomes a dunk 
under" at the command of "all fall down". The lessons 
become a fun learning experience with confidence 
growing as the child progresses. 

According to Mary Helen Thomas, director of the 
YWCA's swim program, the classes are not trying to 
develop future Olympic swimmers. "Some parents 
thought we were teaching definite swim strokes. Safety 
is our mail goal with learning to swim a secondary 
objective." f 

After completing the fundamental course, an infant 
could fall into a pool, kick himself to the surface, reach 
for the edge and hang on until rescued. A student 
further along in his training could surface and roll over 
on his back into a floating position, keeping his face

She started her youngest son, Mark, when he was 10 
days old. "I filled the bathtub 18 inches deep and 
floats him on his back. He relaxed and went to sleep. 
To a 10-day-old baby, a tub is as big as an Olympic 
swimming pool," she added. 

At 6 weeks, Mark was going under and swimming in a 
pool. "He crawled in the water - a sort of hand over 
hand reach stroke. He's a year old now and can stretch 
out in a sit-down dive and swim eight feet without a 
push from me. I'm always right beside hiih though." 
she said emphasizing constant supervision for the 
toddlers. 

Fearful parents pose the biggest instructional jwoblem 
Mrs. Sowa said. "If a parent is afraid or uptight in the 
water, it is communicated to the baby and makes him 
fearful. I ask my parents to get comfortable in the water 
or be very good actors in front of their children if they 



can't relax." 

After the baby and mother ^re happy in the water, 
Maureen begins her teaching routine. She counts "one, 
two, three - under" and pulls him slowly and surely 
under the water. Holding him securely to reassure him, 
she counts to three and slowly brings him up for a clo^ 
snuggle and lots of praise. She makes a point of moving 
slowly so as not to startle the child.

Kitty Schaum's two children started the classes when 
they were 2. "My daughter, Mercedes, was such a little 
dare-devil that I knew that I would have to get her 
swimming lessons for safety. I was afraid because she 
was so unafraid. I wanted her drownproofed," she said. 

The 10 half-hour lessons, stretched over a 2 to 10 
week period, are taught at the YWCA pools at the 
Pembroke Administration office in Virginia Beach and 
the W.W. Houston Boy's Club in Norfolk. The cost if 
$14.S0 plus a $7.50 adult membership for one parent. 
Children can take swimming lessons on a parent's 
membership until they reach the age of 1 1 . 

There is some controversy on swimming babies 
developing added ear infections due to the swimming. 

Dr. Don Eagles, a Virginia Beach ear, nose and throat 
specialist, could see no contraindiction at all for the 



lessons unless the baby had a hole in the eardrum caused 
by drainage from repeated middle ear infections. 
"Personally, I think it's great for a normal, healthy 
baby," he stated. "The sooner my baby learns to swim, 
the better." 

Dr. Maxine Spool, a Virginia Beach pediatrician, 
emphasized that a baby does not get a middle-ear 
infection from swimming. "He might get an outer-ear 
inftcttonirbUrknydiK'at any^cdbtiidi^t tllfrt:TfHifiK 
it's neat; The sooner a child learns to swim, t'he'fc'fttfei'j^' 
she said. 

Maureen Sowa thinks a good side effect of the 
program is the physical fitness involved for the child. 
"If you make a child aware of his body from the very 
beginning - how it feels and what it can do - then we 
wouldn't have a nation of overweight, flabby, 
underexercised coronary candidates." 

She is also amazed at the toddlers' natural kicking 
ability. "All the babies have a much better kick than 
most 4-yeiar-olds entering the water for the first time," 
she said. "Some of them will use an alternating 
breaststroke kick, sort of a frog kick, one leg at a time. 
They kick from the knee down, like a temper-tantrum 
kick. It gives them a lot of power and takes a lot of 
energy. 

"All the babies sleep well afterwards."

The conflict is not a new one, although recent 
building developments in the Chesapeake Beach section 
of the city have brought on a new wave of criticism from 
the environmentalists. 

Attempts to stop the halldojdHg of sand dunes have 
been useless. There Is no faiw to stop such action when 
dunes are located on private property. 

Regulating a property owner's use of his dunes has 
been termed "a taking of the land." Land can't be 
"taken" without just compensation, and monetary 
compensaticnt for beachfront propferty is too expensive 
for the city, / 

"This problem has existed for a long time," said one 
source. "The dunes have been plowed before and 
people have gotten upset before. People are just more 
concerned now with what's left." 

Those who want to preserve tb| dun^ are concerned 






about land erosion. "Dunes buy tiaae in a ste^ or 
hurricane," explained Roper Davis 00 the bindscapi% 
services division of the city's general service depar- 
tment. 

"The beach erod^ from high wii^and waves. The 
dunes afford protection. They keep flooding <^own and 
can stop the force of the water . " 

Roper says his department is responsible for 
stabilizing the dunes (erecting sand i feacoi, planting', 
grass) through plans made by the public works depar-' 
tment. 

Land owners further b^k from the water are worried 
about the long range stability of their o^vn^nd if sand 
dunes are removed from property directly in front of 
them. 

Virginia Beach Mayor Patrick Standing agreed that 
the whole issue is a frustrating problem and said the city 
is currently working on a dune protection ordinance 
with the state to be pre^nted at this session of the 
legislature.

Survey calls for update 
of Virginia Beacli pay plan 
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A new classification and pay plan for the city (^ 
Virginia Beach, which would cost approximately 
$^,000 is ra;ommended in a surv^ rel^ued Monday 
afternoon. 

While the survey, prepared by the management con- 
sultant firm of Cresap, McCormick and Paget, Inc., 
finds the current pay ranges ^nerally equal to market 
salary levels, it also reports several inequities exist.

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Under the current pay plan »iopted in 1968, the study 
points out that the salary range structure is inconsistent 
in the range spr«ui (difference between minimum and 
maximum salary). The top of the structure at grade 76 is 
only 22.4 percent compared with 41.7 peT(xnt at grade 
SO. According to the consultants, it is actually normal to 
expect broader ranges at higher grade levels. 

Charles Hendrick, repre«)ting the consulting firm, 
said that as a result of the variation in salary range, 
some employes did not r^reive a five percent raise ap- 
proved by council for October. Employes received a 
one-step incr^se which rang«i from 3 {^-cem to 5.5 
p«c«it. 

The survey used salary levels fram major citks in the 
Southeast for comparison of management and 
professional cathodes, and from southeastern Virginia 
for clerical, t«;hnical, trade and public safety positions. 

The study finds the management salary range mid- 
points ^neralfy equal to the avm^ Ktual competitive 
lalary levels tliroughout the touth^tern am dif' the 
United States, except Grades S5 throu^ 70 which are 
above market levels.

P<Mitions aii^J^u' to be le» ttan market tevels, par- 
ticularly grades 44 through 47.

Also among the minuses in the current plan are a lack 
of objective uniform standards for job classification 
and evaluation and lack of flexibiUQf to base salary in- 
creased on performance level. 

Performaiice hicMllve 

The plan provides for no option for performance ad- 
justments based on performance. The employee receives 
either a fuU-st^ incr^ue or iu> \netcue, according to 
the study. 

Hendrick reported that the Dejnrtment of Personnel 
has taken steps to recommend a vaiteble step increase 
performanM plan with some additional flexibility. 

Recommendations are that the city: 

•Adopt a new classification #1x1 pay pj^n. 

• Have separate pay plans that more accurately reflect 
the markets In which it competes for employees -- 
management and professional salaries should be based 
on rates paid in the southeastern U. S. while clerical, 
public safety, technical and trade sslvy should compare 
with those paid m southeastern Virginia. 

James W. Buttimer, representing the consulting firm, 
said that changes should be made over the next several 
months and that all 3S00 employees should be contacted 
through a questionnaire.

Having lived in Five states with legalized gambling, 
and in two without it, I have learned the following 
things, which make me oppose! to it: 

Organized gambling is a racket which has never 
ceased to add to the lawlessness and crime of every age. 
It leads to misery and despair. It is a threat to business 
and the home, breeds poverty and is destructive to good 
government. The whole history of gambling shows it is 
impossible to regulate the keep honest. The very nature 
of gambling attracts gangsters: cash business, with odds 
favoring the house, and money easily manipulated. 
Gambling creates new hoodlums. 

Big time crime enters a state before the tracks are even 
built, and sets up bookie operations whre it suits them.

If a man can resist bribery, not many can resist threats 
to his person or his family. 

Virginia's ban on ambling at the turn of the century 
was enacted because businessmen were fwl up with the 
troubles it caused them. £)o we need to try it again to see 
if human nature has changed? Gambling shuts off love, 
robs the poor, and influences our children to join the 
growing numbers of compulsive gamblers. 



Virginia has a balanced budget, and we don't even 
need the money. The more easy tax money politicians 
get, the more they spend. The effect of legal gambling is 
to INCREASE, rather than decease the tax burden, as is 
proved by almost all other states. Maryland has been 
higher for years. 

Parents should teach children that gambling is not a 
way to win, but a way to lose. The distinctionbetween 
risk-taking, such as investment in reliable stocks, and 
gambling should be made clear to younsters. God's 
goodness is impartial, available to everyone, constant, 
and very practical; whereas the reasoning behind 
gambling is that some get and others don't. What a 
waste of hope and money to look for this kind of 
sustenance and sure provision in a raffle ticket or game 
of chance. 

If Virginia goes into the gambling business by 
legalizing tax money on horse betting, we, the people, 
will be guilty of takingmoney from hopeful and gullible 
people when we already know they are going to lose. 
Would yuo yourself go into the btisiness of gambling as 
the most responsible way of giving service and earning 
your living?

Beach man says bullclieads require sand replenishment program 



Editor. Virginia Beach Sun: 

Concerning the use of bulkheads for the protection of 
property against storms and damage, I would like to 
quote from the proposal for Coastal Resources 
Management in Virginia: 

One of the disadvantages of bulkhead installation in 
areas experiencing wave action is that it is generally im- 
possible to maintain a beach in front of the structure. 
This is due to the fact that the vertical structure reflKts 
wave-energy during high water and the result is a t«i- 
dcncy to scour a depression at the base of the 
bulkhead." 

As can be s«n at the prewit oxanfront of Virgiwa- 
^^1. a sand replenishment program is required if 
buiktouls are erect«l. At Ch^apeake Beach, where 
cnnstnKtion l^hind bulkh^s » less than five years 
old, tlwre remains relatively littfc beach where it once 
was a wide expanse of Iwautiful beach. How many tax 



dollars will be required to rebuild this beach when a 
bulkhead runs the entire length of the beach? 

The present land (blocks 1 through 4) located west of 
the bridge-tunnel (160 lots) is tax assessed at $130,000. 
Of these 160 lots, 136 are assessed at $27,200 ($200 per 
lot) and the remaining lots are assessed at a value of 
$103,000. 

The combined total of tax value to the city is 
relatively small when compared with the structures 
behind the dune-line. It appears that in speaking of 
money as the developer has, his concern is with the 
amounts to be made in developing without regard to the 
adverse consequences: hws of beach, danger to existing 
structures behind the dunes and the necessity of an ex- 
pensiw sand replenishment program. 

The Corps of Engineers Shore Protection Study 
states, "Sand dunes are an important protective for- 
mation. The dune ridges along the coast act as barriers 
against the action of storm tides and waves. They 
prevent storm waters from flo<xling tl» low interior 



areas; and they also reduce the action of onshore winds 
which would erocte more of the interior of the coast if 
no obstruction were iH'esmt. Saml dunes near the beach 
are not only ptote&m barrios i^nst high water and 
wav«, but also senv as stockpiks to feed the lltoral (the 
regional along the shore) stream." 

Deposition often accumulates on the seaward slope 
rapidly enough to extend ot build the dune toward the 
shoreline. This material may be returned to the 
foreshore by wave action on a high tide and thus serve 
to nourish the beach. 

The recent denial of funds in the congressional budget 
for hurricane |»^ot^tion to the state of Virginia only 
amplifies the n^ for a nature awaren^s of the local 
residents and develoi^rs in the Virginia Be^h ai«a. If 
we do not work with nature, we l(»e.

To insure the continued production of cattle for this 
favorite, the 4-H program offers youngsters a steer 
project each year to teach them to get steak in a 
businesslike, technically sound and profitable manner. 
It encourages a challenging career in the meat industry 
by providing technical knowledge, modern business 
principles and practical know-how in order to realize 
satisfaction and profit. 

The Chamber of Commerce acts as a bank or business 
manager for the 4-H'ers wanting to raise steers. Various 
agri-businesses put money into a steer fund which buys 
the steers and loans the steer to a 4-H'er to raise. When 
the child sells the steer, he repays the loan before 
counting his profit.

Recently, the 4-H'ers, their parents and the VPI 
Extension agents met to distribut?,^t?*;r§,l?^^j,^ptj}e,^f, 

■ ordered the breed of stetrTO^wanted. Then he drew lots 
for the actual steer that he received. The agents found 
this facilitates the buying of the animals. 

With the steers penned, the agents implanted a 
growth hormone in the steers ears and administered the 
necessary shots to prevent disease. 

Getting halters on the stews for the first time and 
teaching them to lead and be tied was like a wild west 
rodeo. Bucking, bawling animals put all their weight 
against the unfamiliar rope. Usually it took two men to 
tie the animal - one at the head and one at the tail. 

Nancy Morel, VPI extension agent, explained that it 
was a traumatic experience for the steer. "They're 
acting crazy right now," she said. "They've been 
whipped and beaten by men at the sale so that they 
don't trust anyone." 

Eddie Vaughan, a club leader added, "When they 
find out we're not going to hurt them, and we pet them 
a lot, they tame right down. It tak^ a lot of care, but 
they get so the kids can handle them." 

Matt Brown is an experienced 4-H'er who started 
gentling his Charolais steer as soon as he was tied by 
talking to him and stroking him gently on the nose. He 
plans to own "the biggest farm in America" when he 
gets older. "I figure I'll go to VPI and study forestry or 
biology. I'll get my masters and live on a farm." 

He was concerned about the high prices of young 
steers this year. "I can tell you this, if the prices keep on 
going up, people aren't going to be able to afford to do 
this project any more . "

It 
states, "Sound engineering design and adequate 
building codes including the use of properly designed 
bulkheads and/or pilingi along shoreland areas with 
flood insurance for structures, and extensive education 
and warnings on possible storm damage with evacuation 
plans for people are the best protection against storms 
for persons and property." 

The report estimates that restrictive legislation against 
building on privately owned dunes will cost the sUtc 
around $44 million for the value of the privately owned 
undeveloped shoreland in Virginia Beach which would 
be rendered unusable by the legislation. 

Such restrictions would also cost the city ap- 
jroximately $1.3 million annually in lost tax revenues, 
he report says.

Several inconsistencies 9ited at polling locations 
across Virginia Beach in last week's election have 
prompted inquiries into the city's voting procedures. 

Results of the probes suggest that dection officials in 
charge of the Beach's 36 voting precincts should sim{^ 
be better trained. 

Citizens complained that voting lines were cut off 
early at one precinct and unauthorized parties were 
allowed to witness jJie (ian^assing after the polls were 
closed at another loeltjon. 

Voting machine bref^kdowns and confusion over the 
use of a new tally sheet by election officers contributed 
to the problems. 

The most notable result of the errors was the 
announcement that the blue law had been abolished in 
Virginia Beach. 

Many citizens rejoiced and several businesses 
announced Sunday openings, only to learn that 
incorrect vote tallies had led the public to the wrong 
conclusion. 

Nine out of 36 precincts reported incorrect figures 
when the votes were counted on the issue. The mistakes 
were discovered in Thursday's official canvass. 

The reversal, along with the other polling 
discrepancies brought to light, caused many voters to

Virginia Beach City Councilman George T. Ferrell 
has a simple explanation for how the Sunday Blue Liaw 
vote in Virginia Beach got twisted around. 

The Democrats have been in so long, he said, that 
now that the Republicans are in they don't know how to 
doit. 

The discussion came up when attention riveted on 
Councilman R. L. Riggs, who had supported repeal of 
^e blue law and had planned to bring in an ordinance 
this week naming it official for Virginia Beach. 

"! had one, (an item of business)," said Riggs, "but 
it didn't quite make it." He said he would be back in 
two years, however. 

Councilman Clarence A. Holland was a little miff«l 
that councilwas blamed by some for the voting snafu. 
(Victory of the Blue Law semt^ assured election night, 
but later election officials learned that the count was 
wrong and that the repeal lost.) 

Holland said he explained to his constituents that 
council had nothing to do with the polls. 

CouiKilman John A. Baum said simply. "They did 
the job wrong."

Woods petitioned for the project. The petition, he said 
contined over 800 signatures of which only 34 were 
signatures of residents of Windsor Woods and some 
were not adults.

Town, Old Donation Parkway, Bayside, Kempsville 
and Lynnhaven. 

He also pointed out that 200 homes are located 
between the six lanes of the Expressway and South 
Boulevard. 

He recommended that the A & P Parking Lot be 
modifled to prevent through trafflc on Historyland 
Drive and that the back entrance of Mount Trashmc - 
be supplemented with a road and an overpass over the 
expressway from Bonney Road to Edwin Drive. And 
take South Boulevard out of the Highway Plan. 

Mrs. Thelma Darling, who owns, property at 3957 
Silina Drive, came up from North Cardina to tell 
council that the reason she bought the property was that 
she thought it would be on a dead end street. She bought 
the house because it was the safest place for raising a 
child, she said. 

Mrs. Mary Broom of Kempsville, had the solution to 
make everyone be happy. She said she wanted 
Kempsville Road to be widened now although the 
project isn't planned until 1981. 

She suggested taking the $2 million from the 
Providence Road project and the $500,000 from South 
^ulevard and widen Kempsville Road from Stratford 
Chase Centerville Turnpike at the sune time as the first 
phase^idening from Acredale to Provident^ Road to 
the Acredale Market. She said she represented all the 



She also wants a bike lane along the road. Edward L. 
Dasheill, of 408 52nd Street, said die North Virginia 
Beach Civic Leiague was opposed to the widening of 
Atlantic Avenue from 43th to 83 Streets from four to six 
lands and said if there are any plans to increase the road 
to six lanes, that the state and city notify the civic league 
and have a public hearing before the plan takes effect. 

Robert H. Ashburner, 7608 Atlantic Avenue, said 
the road is busy only three months of the year. Hejsaid 
that the city plans to place six to eight sewer and storm 
drainage pump stations on the east side. The location of 
pump stations in effect dictates any future growth 
"without an public hearing, determining the future," he 
said. Many r^idents want the stations on the west side 
putting a physical block against six-lane development. 

Otherwise, the present council may vote against six 
lanes but future councils may not. 

Councilman Reid Ervin, who lives in North Virginia 
Beach, said that "If we want to assume four lanes are 
acceptable, O.K., but there mil have to be provision for 
teft, turns." He suggated eliminating the six-lane 
proposal and, in reference to the pumping stations said, 
^'We will be locked into a future improvement we drni't 
want." 

Old Donation Parkway is by far tlw larfest project 
which came under tlw scrutiny of the citintns. It 
includes constructio of four-lane divided bridges over 
the eastern branch of the western branch of the 
Lynnhaven River to join the Old Donation Parkway 
project at a total cost of $8,975,000. 

The project was dropped from the Capital 
Improvement Plan of 1978-82 but is back on the CIP 
for 1978-79- 1983. 

Russ Dickens said that when the project was first 
introduced 17 years ago it was expect^ to be the third 
east-west artery when the area was; relatively • 
undeveloped. "TTte road how would create havoc in a 
settled community," h^said. 

Reasons given against the widening irtcluded: 
' The road would no lon^r serve its original purpose, 
the large negative environmental impact on the 
residences and the Lynnhaven River, the tax biir^ tor 
something wlilch woutd serve few, amlTfitf ^eoiplif dffli't 
want it. 

He said that the city should release that portion of the 
right of way so that no other road would be built there, 

Jim p«in, of the Kings Grant Civic League, said that 
the road would be in a secluded nei^borhood and a 
presently safe environment. 

JoMfph Avoli spoke for the Pembroke Meadows area 
saying that the road wWild split the community. 
nSfW'iding residents from the «:hool, park and pool. 

Jamw T, Fralix. St., said the people dbii'i need or 
want the road. 

Bal Mancini of 2341 Inlandview Road, said that with 
the construction of the road, commercial encroachment 
will begin. "We don't want another Independence 
Boulevard," 

He suggested that the city drop the project from the 
plan so that the Brittany Woods Garden Club can 
proceed with its beautificaiion plan for the area.

Ruth Killingsworth said the Lynnlvnen and I ink-

Mrs. Reba McClanan, representing the Council of 
Civic Organizations, told Virginia Beach City Council 
Monday afternoon that bikeways are not working 
because they don't go where people have to go. 

"It's inconceiveable," she said, "that we aren't 
planning to provide for bikes along highways. 

She suggested that the city change its policy of 
bikeways for recreation only and to include them on 
major roads for access to get to places where people 
need to go. 

She said that the Present Charter has assigned $20 
million a year for bike path development and that any 
bike system plan can be submitted directly to the 
Federal Department of Transportation for funding 
instead of going through the state government. 

As a means of getting somewhere, bikeriding has a 
number of good points, she said. There's no pollution, 
no noise and no gas. Mrs. McClanan, speaking at a 
public hearing on the Master Street and Highway Plan, 
also suggested that the city have hearings on items 
before the respective bond package is prepared. 

Another recommendation was that the 



Comprehensive Land Use Plan incorporate some policy 
calling for the greatest needs to be impelemented first. 
"I can't see the momentum for South Boulevard out of 
nowhere when it will serve just a few businessmen." 

She also suggested that signs be posted indicating 
where roads are going to be. 



Road poses hazard 

Saving their souls is one thing, but saving the lives of 
the 200 children who attend the Union Baptist Church 
on South Boulevard is something the Rev. S. L. Scott, 
Jr. can do without. 

The Rev. Scott, adding his voice to those of other 
opponents of the widening to four lanes of South 
Boulevard, said the construction would pose a hazard. 

"We have 200 children and we have to save their souls 
and we have to save their lives," he said. "If you build 
a road now you will be destroying our 116 year 
heritage." 

The Rev. Scott said the church was founded in 1%2 
and was the first school for blacks in Princess Anne 
County and the city's first secondary school for blacks.

Now you're going to take 
the front." 

He said that since his church was the largest, "you 
owe us something." 

The Rev. Scott was addressing council Monday 



afternoon in a council chamber packed mostly with 
citizens objecting to various it>ad plans and their 
applause indicated their approval of all that the Rev. 
Mr. Scott said. 

He said that the Union Church helped keep crime 
down and "I know you don't want to get rid of a black 
preacher who can help you." 

"I can't stop you," he concluded, "but I'll ask the 
Lord to deal with you."

On September 21. 1972 the military Survivor Benefit 
Plan became law. It made it possible for living retirees 
to provide, without restrictions, up to 55 percwit of 
their retired pay as a survivor annuity for their wives. 
The law ignored the long suffering widows whose 
husband died before September 21 , 1972. ^

Virginia Beach City Council will rehear the applicat- 
ion for apartment zoning in the First Colonial Area at 
its evening meeting on Nov . 27 . 

By a vote of 6-4 (one abstention), council last week 
voted to rehear the petition at the r«)uest of Council- 
man R.L. Riggs. 

Attorney for the applicants, Grover Wright, alsd 
pointed out. that council did not vote for denial of the 
application, but only against approval. City Attorney 
I^e Bimson agre^ that further action was needed to 
deny the petition. 

The original vote was taken O^t. 23 when Council- 
man George R. Ferrell and Donald^ Merrick were 
ithMB^ Coun^l then vot^ M against the petition over>^ 
ridiiqi the recommendation of the Planning 
Contmission for approval. 

Applicants Dean S. Potter, Gordon B. Potter and 
John Ray Potter are ^king changes in zoning from R-4 
Residentkd District to a A-2 Apartment District on a 
four acre f^rcel and from R-S Residential District to A- 
2 Apartment District on a 25.302 acre parcel. The sites 
are located west of Fvst Colonial road between old 
Donation Parkway atid Wildwowl Drive in Lynnhaven 
Borough. 

The existing zoning allows 85 single-family honws 
while the proposed zoning would allow 527 apartment 
units. 

To reduce objections of residents, the appHctnij 
rntuc^ his request to rezoning 24.4 acres A-2 and 
living five Kres R-5 as a buffer. Wright said that the 
apfriicants also agre<Kl to limit their apartments to 373 
units. 

Merrick had asked at the tinK ttet the matter N 
defwred until a full council met. He opposed the 
petition lh«i and he op|»s«i the rehearing request Iwt 



weelc. 

Merrick said that in past projects the Potters have not 
demonstrated that they are good industrial citizens. He 
said that in the development of Hilltop North they had 
agreed not to have any ingress or egress on Laurel Lane 
but have since moved the obstacles and now has egress 
and ingress on Laurel Lane. 

He said the applicant told hiin that they would not 
allow occupancy of their units until the completion date 
called for in the First Colonial Road improvement 
project contract. Tlie date in the contract is not 
necessarily the date of completion Merrick pointed out. 

He added that on the heels of rezoning 25 acres in the 
area another applicant is ready to ask for rezoning of an 
additional 15 acres for apartments. 

He said that council did the right thing in his absence. 

Wright charged that Merrick's personal animosity for 
ttie applicants dictated his opinions. Also, lie said, "It's 
not fair to tie this applicant t(^ the merits of another 
application you've never heard." 

Councilman Reid Ervin said that his concern was that 
when council makes a decision to rehear a case it should 
reflect new inforitiation and this was not the case. 

"I have no personal animosity for the applicants, he 
said, "but everything that they promised they didn't 
do." 

Merrick said that he had no personal animosity 
toward the applicants but that he had to judge by 
imstperformances. 

The motion to reconsider was approved by 
Councllmen Ri^s, Joan A. Baum, J. Curtis Payne. 
Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy, Jn, who said that he 
vot«l against approval, but would agree to hear the 
case, and Mayor Patrick L. Standing. 

Voting against approval were Councilmen Merrick 
and Reid Ervln and Councilwomen Me^ra Oberndorf 
and Barbara Henley.

Through its Continuing EduotticMi programs. Tide- 
water Community College is abte to (wovide educational 
opportunities for all citizens in both formal 
instructional programs and enrichment courses designed 
to expand the individual's understanding of the world 
around him. 

Credit courses in degree and certificate programs are 
scheduled in late afternoon and evening hours to accom- 
modate working adults and others who are unable to 
attend class earlier in the day. In addition, many courses 
are scheduled at convenient off-campus locatiiHis, 
including military bases. 

The Spectrum program of non-credit evening courses 
offers something for almost everyone (and if no course 
in something you're interested in, give us a call. Maybe 
we just haven't thought of it yet!) Public interest and 
need are our criteria for deciding what to offer in the 
Spectrum program, so we need to know what you need. 
For example, a course in citizmship education will be 
offered in the winter quarter Spectrum proy'am at the 
Virginia Beach Campus. The course will be taught by 
Steven Krup, Naturalization Examiner for the U.S. 
Office of Immigration in the Virginia District. It is the 
only general course in citizenshiprequiremrats in the 
Yidewater area, and considering that nwrly 2,000 
individuals apply for citizenship in Tidewater annually, 
we believe the course is of value to the community at 
large. 

The Spectrum programs at all campuses feature a 
variety of worthwhile and fun courses, from Sign 
Language to Disco Dancing. These non-credit courses 
are offered at a minimal fee to the student. Spectrum 
courses are self-supporting and use no tax dollars. 

TCC provides special instruction programs for new 
and expanding -industry through its Continuing 
Education programs, in cooperation with the Special 
Training Division of the Virginia Community College 
System office and the Virginia Employment 
Commission. These special training programs 
incorporate job analysis, instructor recruiting and/or 
training, financial support for job instruction and an 
adaptation for continuous training. The special training 
programs promote more efficient plant production for 
industry and greater advangement for the employee. 
Industries interested in estatlilishing training programs 
may contact any TCC campus for information. 

In addition to the special training programs for 
industry, TCC provides specialized services for the 
community in response to identified needs. Conununity 'j^ 
Services include cultural events, workshops, lectures, 
conferences, seminars and special community projects 
of cultural and educational value. A TCC Speakers 
Bureau , composed-of j^uidifkdsfaculty iM^d staff mem- 
twrs, IS available to community, civic, and business or- 
ganizations for programs and lectures. 

Career development counseling and education 
information services are available to the community. 

Continuing Education programs at TCC are 
constantly changing according to community needs. To 
help the college anticipate and identify needs, TCC par- 
ticipates in two organizations whose i^mIs are the 
improvement of Continuing Eductaion programs. As a 
member of the Virginia Tidewater Condortium of 
Continuing Higher Education, TCC joins the other 
post-secondary educational institutions in the Tidewater 
area with the purpose of providing maximum opportun- 
ities for the continuing education of adult citizens in the 
region, including credit and d^ee programs at both the 
undergraduate and graduate levels.

The 1978 Session of the General Assembly of Virginia has enacted 
l^fislation which requires each electric utility which purchases fuel for 
the generation of electricity to submit to the Commission its estimate of 
cost, including the fuel component of purchased power for a one-year 
period beginning January 1, 1979, along with proposed rates designed to 
recover the estimated fuel cost. It is the responsibility of the Commis- 
sion to investigate the estimated fuel cost and proposed rate design and 
to assure that reasonable tarriffs are implemented to recover fuel cost. It 
is further the responsibility of the Commission to provide for quarterly 
review during the coming year to investigate the actual recovery of cost 
under the electric utilitim tarriff provision so that any over-recovery or 
under-recovery of fuel cost can be corrected.

A public hearing has been scheduled on the Company's proposal com- 
mencing at 10:00 a.m., December 14, 1978, in the Commission's Court- 
room, EUchmond, Virginia.

Property suits or 
land purchases?

The proposed Coi^tline Management Ordinance 
prepared by the Vttginia Beach Planning Department 
raises two major questions . 

Will the city be bombarded by suits by property 
owners claiming they are denied use of their land? 

Will the alternative, purchase of the land by the city, 
be fiscaly proper? 

Hie ordinaiice, presented last week to city <»uncil, is 
now before the Planning Commission for study and 
public hearings. 

It proposes a dune protection area whidt will include 
the seaward of the hardwood vegetation line ot within 
500 feet of the mean low water mark, whichever is 
greater. 

Any structure ib the area would have to present no 
physical alteration of any dune sy^^n. 

City planner Jack Whitney said that the proposals do 
not use a setback standars whith is the preMnt city 
policy, but performance standards. The ordinance will 
not prohibit development, he said, but will regulate it. 

Measuring setbacks is tenuous, he said, and the 

overlay district will be used without changing the 

present zoning. Since there is no single hardwater line, 

planners combined the line and distance requirements to 

,/orm the ar«i.

Council refuses 
to close streets 



■yLnCANNJ. 
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Virginia Beach City Council has refused to close two 
streets which give access to the waterfront at 
Chesapeake Beach. 

Seawall Enterprises, Inc., applied for the closure of 
portions of Garrison Avenue and Fentress Avenue in 
the Bayside Borough. Viewers recommended denial 
until all the street ends leading to the beach could be 
considered. 

Donald C. Gray, attorney representing the applicant, 
said that Seawall was the fee simple owner of the land. 
That is, the company had underlying rights to the 
property over which the city has easements. 

Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf asked whether the 
company had purchased the underlying rights to all the 
streets in the area on April 19, 1978, and wanted to 
know why a company or individual would do that. 

Councilman John A. Baum noted that the underlying 
fee simple ownership was worthless when an easment 
was over it. "These things have been headaches ever 
since they started," he said, and moved to deny the 
closures. 

Gray said that a 154 feet of the easement is 
underwater and that a SO-foot wide street is not needed 
for access to the beach. He said that a Volunteer Fire 
Department offlcial said the streets were not needed by 
fire trucks which had access on Seaview Avenue on the 
east and Bayview Avenue on the west. . 

He .suggested a determent of 90 days to study the

When one thinks of the 'topical' college student, v^hat 
comes to mind InMnediatdy is the young person who 
go« directly to college afte^ high school graduation and 
spends the next few years completing his college 
education in methodical, quarter-aftcr-quarter fashion. 
In the traditiond college or university atmosphere, the 
typicd student would probably fit the description. But 
at Tidewater Community College, trying to describe the 
'typkal' ftttdoit is almost as unbitious as trying to 
describe t|w typicd snowflake. 

Because of the nature and mission of the community 
cott^, which is to provide educational opportunity for 
ALlf dtixeni throu^ an open-door policy, students of 
all a^, from a varkty of backgrounds, are involved in 
a multitude of educational pursuits. While there cert- 
ainly are stu<tents who fit the 'typical' mold, there are 
enough non-typical students to warrant further 
docription. 

P^haps the only factor aU TCC students have in 
common is that they live off campus. There are no dor- 
mitories, of course, in the immunity college. But apart 
from that conmum denominator, the TCC student may 
fdl into a numb«r of eat^ories. 

Unlika the traditional college student we have 
(fescribed, the TCC student's average age is 30~a fact 
which must give you a hint that 'grown-ups' are using 
the community college. These grown-ups include 
the woman whose children have left home and who now 
wishes to persue her education; the man or woman 
involved in a caxta change which requires re-education;

At TCC, 
students of aU ages mingle freely, even to the youthful 
extreme of eleven-year-old students from the Virginia 
Beach Public Schools Gifted Program who recently at- 
tended classes as a spedd project 

Sutistics show us that the TCC student body is 
divided afanost equally by sex; the number of women 
studoits is approaching fifty-one percent. The radal 
nux indudes students of abnost all minority groups. 

A description of tiie TCC student would not be 

complete without some mention of the variety of
